SYNOPSIS E 


On March 6, 1994 at approximately 1935 hours, Deputy Harris was off duty and returning 
home from San Diego. Deputy Harris stopped at the AM/PM gas station located at Hamner 
Avenue and Interstate 15, in the City of Norco to buy gasoline and use the restroom. While 
inside the store, Deputy Harris observed a suspect secrete merchandise inside his clothing 
and leave the counter without paying. When Deputy Harris advised the clerk the suspect 
overheard the remark and became angry. When Deputy Harris exited the store, the suspect 
sitting in a car at the pumps, told Deputy Harris he was going to kill him. As Deputy Harris 
went to his truck to retrieve his gun, the suspect fired several shots at Deputy Harris. Deputy 
Harris returned fire striking the suspect's vehicle several times. Deputy Harris was not 
injured nor was the suspect or any other civilians. The suspect was subsequently arrested for 
attempted murder.

Investigative Summary 


Тһе summary of this incident is based upon reports, interviews and information 
contained in Riverside County Sheriff's Department criminal investigation (file 
#GR94065032). It also contains information verbally relayed to the Internal Affairs 
investigators by Riverside County Sheriff's investigators. 


On March 6, 1994, at approximately 1935 hours, Deputy Allen Harris while en route 
home from the San Diego area, was involved in an off-duty shooting in the City of 
Norco, Lieutenant Ron Tardiff, and Sergeant Mark Walker were notified at 2045 
hours and responded.

inside the location to use the restroom. After fueling his truck, After he fueled the 
truck, ЕНЕ гесггпегі and reentered the truck. Deputy Harris then parked his 
truck in front of the entry doors and went inside to obtain a receipt and use the 
restroom ЕЕЕ remained in the truck and waited for Deputy Harris. 


While Deputy Harris was inside the convenience store waiting in line, a male 
hispanic entered and walked to the cashier. When the cashier turned his back to get 
change, the male placed several items of candy and beef jerky in his pockets. Deputy 
Harris observing the theft of the candy and jerky, asked the clerk if he was going to 
charge the suspect for the items. The clerk chose not to address the matter with the 
suspect and the suspect quickly walked out of the store without saying anything to 
anyone. 


Approximately 30 to 40 seconds later, the suspect re-entered the store. The suspect 
pointed at Deputy Harris and stated something to the effect of, “Why don’t you mind 
you're own fucking business, and I'll mind my own fucking problems." The suspect 
turned and exited the store. Deputy Harris then used the restroom and exited the 
store. While he was walking to his truck, which was parked just outside the front 
doors, he observed the suspect sitting in the driver's seat of a grey Cadillac at the gas 
pumps. Deputy Harris heard the suspect say to him, "Fuck you man, I'm going to 
fucking kill you." Deputy Harris hurried to the passenger door of his truck and rattled 
the door ОЕ o: i unlock the door. Woo opened the door, 
Deputy Harris saw the suspect’s vehicle start to back up. Deputy Harris saw the 
suspect looking directly at him and then saw the suspect’s right hand raise up to his 
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chest and then saw a muzzle flash. Deputy Harris heard approximately 4 shots as he 
was retrieving his off duty weapon from a carry bag inside the cab. As Deputy Harris 
was retrieving his sun MENU cover оп the floorboard of the truck. Deputy 
Harris then took a position of cover behind the right front fender of his truck. The 
suspect was continuing to back up and was still looking at Deputy Harris with his 
hand in the same position at his chest. Deputy Harris fearing the suspect was about 
to shoot again, fired five to seven shots at the suspect. The suspect fired several more 
rounds at Deputy Harris who returned fire at the suspect. The suspect continued to 
back up. 


The suspect’s vehicle stopped momentarily and started to roll forward. Deputy 
Harris felt he had hit the suspect and stepped away from the truck. The suspect then 
accelerated quickly and drove through the gas pump area and exited the parking lot 
via the northwest driveway onto 6th Street. The suspect drove eastbound on 6th 
Street to the corner and turned southbound on Hamner Avenue. The suspect 
continued southbound Hamner and out of sight. 


Deputy Harris returned to his truck to check the welfare of his and to 
reload, Deputy Harris had fired a total of 14 rounds emptying his magazine. After 
checking on the welfare of ЕШ he check on the welfare of the other patrons 
at the gas station. Deputy Harris identified himself as a Deputy Sheriff to the cashier 
and requested him to dial 911. Deputy Harris did not exchange any words with the 
suspect nor did he identify himself prior to the shooting.

HE vas interviewed on 3/6/94. Witnes: 5214 she had just arrived at the AM/ 
PM gas station and had just pulled into a parking stall on the southeast side of the 


parking lot, facing the store, when the shooting started. Witness ШИШВва!4 her van 
was just south of Deputy Harris’ truck separated by a handicap parking stall. She said 
she heard a gunshot and quickly pulled Witness who was ridin; 
in the passenger seat of her van to the floorboard. She yelled at her two шын 
and who were riding in the rear of the van to also lay down. Witness тулш 
said she looked out the passenger side of the van and saw Deputy Harris pull out a 
gun and return fire at a car which was backing toward her van. She said the car then 
sped away with the tires screeching. 


Witness wo GW Phone 
, was interviewed оп 3/6/94. She said she was riding in Witness 


an and had just opened the door to exit. She said she heard someone say 
“I’m going to kill you”, just before the first gunshots, which sounded like 4 or 5 
shots. She said she looked and saw Deputy Harris standing by the front of his red 
truck shooting in the direction of the gas pumps.

RENE said the suspect entered the store to purchase some gis. He said 


as the suspect was leaving, Deputy Harris alerted him that the suspect had stolen 
some things. He said he didn't feel like checking it out, so he let the suspect leave 
without investigating. The suspect returned to the store and exchanged words with 
Harris. He said the suspect said something about kicking Harris' ass, and Harris 
replying, “I don't have a problem with you", in an attempt to calm the problem. 


Witness said the suspect then left the store and returned to his car parked at the 
pumps. He said when Harris left the store after using the rest room, he saw the 
suspect’s vehicle back up. He said he lost sight of the suspect’s vehicle because his 
view was blocked, He then heard several gunshots and immediately dropped to the 
floor. When the shooting stopped, he looked out and saw the suspect’s vehicle 
“burning rubber" and speeding through the pump area. The suspect left via the north 
exit onto 6th Street then southbound Hamner Avenue. 


Witness —— — FW /45, Phone 

ШШ was interviewed on 3/6/94. Witness aid she 
was standing just outside the store on a break, when the shooting started. Witness 
HEB said she was about fifteen feet from Deputy Harris’ truck, on the walkway іп 
front of the store. She added that she was between Harris’ truck and Witness ial 
van. 


Witness ШЕ said she saw the suspect enter the store and upon exiting was 
mumbling something. She said he went back into the store a short time later and 
heard him cursing at someone inside the store. She said the suspect returned to his 
car which was parked at the pumps. She said she could not see the car because 
Harris’ truck was blocking her view. She added that a short time later, Deputy Harris 
exited the store and walked to his truck. She said she saw the suspect’s car pull in 
front of Harris and come to a screeching stop. Witness lo she saw a gun 
being pointed out of the car at Deputy Harris who was at the right front fender of his 
truck. She said the suspect then fired four shots at Deputy Harris. She added that the 
shots were aimed at Deputy Harris and not in the air as later explained by the suspect. 
She added that Deputy Harris returned fire at the suspect as she ran to Witness 

van to take cover.

was interviewed by Riverside County Sheriff's Department on 3/6/94. Witness 
explained that after Deputy Harris had gassed the truck, he parked it in front 

of the store and she remained inside the truck while he went inside to use the 

bathroom. She said she saw the suspect pull up to the pumps and enter the store. The 

suspect returned to his car and shortly after that Deputy Harris was at her window 
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telling her (о unlock the door. She said Deputy Harris reached into the truck and 
retrieved his gun from a case on the seat. She added that Deputy Harris told her to 
get down on the seat and she complied. She said she then heard gun shots coming 
from the area where the suspect's car was parked. She then heard several more gun 
shots and the sound of screeching tires. She said she was not sure who had fired the 
shots and Harris had not told her what happened. 


Deputy Harris was interviewed Бу Riverside County Sheriff's Department оп 3/6/94. 
Deputy Harris said he and Witness И vere driving home from [when 
they decided to exit the freeway in Norco to get gas and use the restroom. Deputy 

Harris said after he filled his tank, he moved his truck to the front of the store and 

went inside to use the restroom. Не added that Witness 2 already used the 
restroom and waited in the truck while he went inside. Deputy Harris said that while 
he was inside, he saw the suspect, a male hispanic, 18 to 20 years old approach the 
clerk. He said the suspect gave the clerk some money and the clerk turned his back 
to get change. While the clerk's back was turned, the suspect grabbed an handful of 
beefsticks off the counter and put them in into his pocket. The suspect then grabbed 
a handful of candy bars and placed them іп the same pocket. When the clerk gave the 
suspect the change, Deputy Harris said he asked the clerk if he was going to charge 
the suspect for the items he had taken. Deputy Harris said the clerk looked as if he 

did not know what he was talking about and the suspect hurriedly exited the store. 


Deputy Harris said the suspect re-entered the store approximately one minute later. 
He said the suspect pointed at him and told him to mind his own business. Deputy 
Harris said he did not respond and the suspect left the store. Deputy Harris said he 
went to the restroom and when he walked out of the store, he saw the suspect sitting 
in the driver’s seat of a grey Cadillac at the pumps directly across from his truck. He 
said as he walked toward his truck, the suspect said “Fuck you man! I’m going to 
fucking kill you.” Deputy Harris said he felt the suspect was serious and went to the 
passenger side of his truck to get his gun. 


Deputy Harris said he got Witness to open the door and he saw the suspect 
start backing toward him. He said as he was getting his gun he saw the suspect raise 
his right hand. He then saw a muzzle flash and heard four gun shots. He said that he 
never saw the gun, but only the muzzle flash. Deputy Harris said he then went to the 
right front fender of his truck and fired five to seven shots at the suspect. He added 
that the suspect continued to back up and again saw a muzzle flash and heard several 
more gunshots. Deputy Harris said he fired several more rounds at the suspect. The 
suspect then sped away through the pump area and out of the gas station area via the 
north driveway then southbound on Hamner Avenue. 


Deputy Harris said after the suspect had left, he went to his truck and re-loaded and 
put an additional magazine in his pocket. He said he felt the suspect might return. 
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Deputy Harris said һе never identified himself аз a peace officer to the suspect prior 
to the shooting. 


Suspect Raymond Jess Reyes, MH/18, wS Phone

94. Suspect Reyes said he went to the AM/PM gas station to get gas for his car. He 
said he was inside the store paying for the gas when Deputy Harris saw him put the 
candy bars and beefsticks in his pocket. He said Deputy Harris made the comment 

to the clerk, “Hey are you going to let that little punk take stuff.” He said the clerk 

did not say anything and he quickly left the store. Suspect Reyes said he argued with 
Deputy Harris for a moment, before leaving the store. He said when Deputy Harris 
exited the store, he shot at Deputy Harris several times just to scare him. He added 
that he shot into the air and not directly at Deputy Harris. Suspect Reyes said that he 
did not remember saying anything to Harris when he exited the store. Suspect Reyes 
said the next thing he knew, Deputy Harris was firing back and he got out of there as 
fast as he could. 


Suspect Reyes was booked and charged with attempted murder against Deputy 
Harris. The Riverside County District Attorney's Office conducted a review of the 
shooting, (Exhibit B), and determined that Deputy Harris was justified in 
discharging his weapon and taking the actions he did. 
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
